It was remodeled in 1919 and presented to the Com- 
munity by Mr. Redfield Proctor, as a War Memorial. 

The Town of Proctor was incorporated November 18, 
1886. The first printed report being for year ending Feb- 
ruary 15, 1888. 

The call for the first Town Meeting of the Town was as 
follows : 

"To R. S. Meacham a Justice of the Peace within and 
for the County of Rutland: 

The undersigned, freeholders of the town of Proctor, 
incorporated by an Act of the General Assembly of I In* 
State of Vermont, approved November 18, 1886, and wlm 
have resided therein three months, hereby apply to you tu 
warn a meeting for the organization of said town in accord- 
ance with Section 8 of its Act of Incorporation aforesaid.

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The year just closed has required a large expenditure 
for relief purposes. The tax rate was increased twenty-five 
cents over the previous year and even so the tax income was 
about $33,000.00 less than the current disbursement. The 
corresponding deficit for the year 1934 was $19,000.00. No 
intangible refund was received from the State during the 
year. In October bonds were issued for $50,000.00, bearing 
interest at 2% per cent, in order to pay up the temporary 
loans and thus reduce the carrying charges. These bonds 
are payable beginning with 1938 at $3,000.00 per year until 
they are finally retired in 1954. With this added burden it is 
imperative that strict economy be exercised in all town 
activities. The town must not place too heavy a tax load 
upon its real estate. 

In addition to funds collected through taxes the Town 
received from the VERA and WPA the sum of $49,757.62 
covering payrolls on Relief Projects. During the period 
from July 16th, when the VERA projects were closed, until 
September 6th, when the WPA projects began, the Town 
was forced to carry the entire load except for a limited 
amount of VERA assistance from August 16th to September 
5th. The above figures include $3,253.47 of payrolls on pro- 
jects employing women. 

Two accompanying tables list the various work projects 
undertaken and give in detail the amount of Federal aid as 
well as the amount of Local expenditures. We feel that these, 
projects are all well worth while and that they should prove 
of material help in reducing town expenses in years to come. 
The projects sponsored in connection with the Works Pro- 
gress Administration, especially, have been carefully 
selected and are of a more permanent character. Applica- 
tions for eight other projects are on file with the State 
Administrator. 

Considerable money has been spent to provide adequate 
shelters and to improve working conditions generally at the 
different projects. We feel that the Town is justified in 
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expecting every worker to deliver, to the best of his ability, 
a fair and honest days work. The status of the individual 
worker is somewhat different now than it was under the 
VERA regulations. The WPA is a work program, consisting 
of useful projects sponsored by local public bodies, and pay- 
ing the worker security wages for his labor. The method 
of determining the individuals need based upon the budget 
deficiency is no longer in use. 

The total welfare expense as well as the amount of 
direct relief is by far the largest of any previous year. Com- 
modities valued at over $2,500.00 which were received from 
the VERA and distributed by us are not included in the 
figures shown. We feel that the Town may take pride in 
the generous and humane manner in which it has taken care 
of those of its people who were in need. The various charit- 
able organizations of the community have all done a splen- 
did work and we are grateful to those of our public spirited 
citizens who have helped our endeavors with generous dona- 
tions, as well as with their encouragement and helpful 
advice. 

In order to supply fuel for the unemployed, 778 cords 
of wood were provided from two separate wood jobs — 514 
cords from the Town Forest and 264 cords from East Moun- 
tain. Wood from the Town Forest was delivered without any 
charge to the recipient. For wood cut at East Mountain, 
however, we are asking- able bodied men to give two days 
work in return for each cord of wood received. 

We are especialy proud of the work which was per- 
formed by the Garden and Canning Project and by the 
Clothing Center, Both were operated in cooperation with 
Federal Agencies. The former provided 92 families with 
relief gardens which yielded them food worth $6,472 00, as 
estimated by the Farm Bureau. A total of 48,069 cans of 
food were put up at the Canning Center — 27,034 from relief 
gardens, 19,195 from Vermont Marble Co. employee gardens, 
and 1,840 for town welfare purposes. At the Clothing Center 
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the following articles were made from new materials: 45 
comforters, 75 woolen dresses, 47 woolen skirts and 14 
blouses for girls, and 1,211 garments for women and chil- 
dren. Besides this 622 used articles of clothing were re- 
paired and distributed. Thirty-five pairs of new mittens and 
15* new sweaters were received from various individuals and 
were placed where they were most needed. This splendid 
record was made possible through the active support of 
everyone in the Village. The kindness of the Woman's Asso- 
ciation of the Union Church in loaning their sewing ma- 
chines to the Center has been most helpful. 

The registration of employed men and boys over 16 
years of age numbered 247 on January 31st. Of this number 
90 who are heads of families, 12 boys from larger families, 
and 13 single men are employed on the local WPA projects. 
Seventeen boys are working in connection with the National 
Youth program, and 44 are members of the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps. 

Twenty citizens made application for Old Age Assist- 
ance and thirteen of these are now receiving assistance of 
various amounts. The total grants for the month of Januaiy 
amounted to $220.00. 

We are pleased to report that Cain Street and Center 
Street were, as a result of the cooperation and consent of the 
abutting property owners, established as legal highways 
last Fall. The work of improving these streets is nearly 
completed. 

Mr. David R. Mahaffy, who for so many years served 
the Town as Road Commissioner and General Foreman and 
the Village as Superintendent of the Water and Sewer 
Departments passed away March 28th, 1935. His death was 
a great loss to both the Town and the Village. We cannot 
speak too highly of the faithful and conscientious manner in 
which he performed his many and varied duties and for his 
active and sincere endeavor in all things pertaining to the 
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welfare of our community. Pending the selection of his suc- 
cessor, the Selectmen have carried on his duties as Road 
Commissioner. 

The Treasurer's report shows that the Highway 
account was overdrawn by $2,762.87, which amount was 
transferred from the General account. This deficit was due 
largely to extra work which was done to aid the unemploy- 
ment situation. 

Several additional sections of highway were surface 
treated with tarvia: North Street and Florence Road from 
the C. & P. RR crossing north to the intersection with 
Pleasant Street; School Street, between High Street and 
North Street; and the cross-road at Do-uble Road Crossing. 
All existing tarvia treated roads were retreated, and con- 
sequently we expect that it will not be necessary to treat 
them again this coming season. State funds were used to 
cover most of this expense. 

The arrangement of joining with the Towns of Rutland 
and Pittsford in maintaining a state patrol on Selected 
Highway No. 1 was continued. The State resurfacing 
money was spent on the West Road, and the State Unse- 
lected fund on the Gorham Bridge Road. One application 
of calcium chloride on all streets not surface treated was 
made early in June, and a second application on the principal 
streets in the middle of August. The sum of $1,145.00 was 
spent on highway winter maintenance. Asphalt gutters 
were built on both sides of Church street near the Coopera- 
tive Store building. Additional storm drainage construction 
was carried on in connection with several relief projects. 
No new tar sidewalks were built, except those at the swim- 
ming pool. A new road machine was purchased last fall 
which should help to reduce our maintenance costs. 

Following the custom of several years the various Town 
Officers have made their printed reports as brief as possible. 
The detailed items are on file with the Town Treasurer anrl 
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are available for the inspection taxpayer upon re- 

quest. 

We wish to acknowledge ou^^, ^^anks to the State and 
Federal officials who have done ^^^^ 
work.

In addition to placarding houses and quarantining fami- 
lies in which reportable diseases occurred the Health Officer 
was called upon to make inspections of children suspected 
of having a contagious disease. Six such inspections were 
made. 

One death of unknown cause was investigated and 
certified by the Health Officer. 

During the months of April and June one hundred 
thirty-three children received diphtheria toxoid inoculations. 
This was done under the supervision of the School Nnrse 
and the Department of Health. 

As in former years samples of the village water supply 
have been sent to the State Board of Health for analysis. 
Once during the summer samples of water taken from dif- 
ferent parts of the Proctor swimming pool were also exa- 
mined at the State Laboratory.
